You  are  hereb.y  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall,  on  Tues- 
day, the  11th  day  of  March,  1952,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.     To  elect  all  necessary  town  officers. 

Article  lA.  To  see  if  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of 
the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  plaj'ing  games  of  beano  shall  be 
adopted  in  this  town. 

Article  IB.  To  elect  delegates  and  alternate  delegates, 
delegates  at  large  anci  alternate  delegates  at  large  to  the  na- 
tional conventions  of  the  various  political  parties  to  be  held  to 
nominate  party  candidates  for  President  and  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States  of  America. 

(Polls  are  open  on  Articles  1,  lA  and  IB  from  9  :00  A.  M.  to 
6:00  P.  M.) 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and  adopt 
the  report  of  the  Selectmen,  auditors  and  other  town  officers. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  ordinary  town 
charges,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  fire  department,  for  high- 
ways, and  for  all  other  necessary  expenses  arising  within  the 
town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  AUDITORS 


The  various  books  of  account  of  the  Town  Departments, 
listed  below,  have  been  audited,  as  of  December  31,  1951.  We 
have  verified  the  totals  reported  in  all  instances,  and  wish  to 
state  that  they  are  correct  and  accurate  to  the  best  of  our 
knowledge  and  belief.  We  did  not  check  all  figures  making  up 
these  totals,  but  have  made  miscellaneous  random  checks  of 
various  items  and  are  satisfied  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  numer- 
ous accounts. 

In  all  cases  where  bank  statements  were  not  available,  as 
of  December  31,  1951,  Ave  have  requested  and  received  confirma- 
tions of  the  figures  on  that  date  from  the  depository  banks. 

According  to  the  requirements  of  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Tax  ('ommission  we  have  sent  out  confirmations  relative  to  un- 
paid taxes,  as  shown  in  the  books  of  the  Tax  Collector.  This 
procedure  is  followed  as  a  protection  both  for  the  Collector  and 
those  persons  whose  names  appear  on  his  unpaid  list.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
HINSDALE  PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE 


The  playground  and  all  equipment  were  put  into  first  class 
condition  early  in  the  spring  of  1951.  All  equipment,  buildings 
and  swimming  pool  were  given  a  eoat  of  paint  by  the  care- 
taker, Joe  Doucette.  The  ball  diamonds  are  used  to  great  extent 
during  the  school  year  but  very  little  in  the  vacation  months. 
A  portion  of  the  field  is  used  by  the  school  for  volley  ball  and 
football  games.  Some  new  equipment  has  been  added.  Twelve 
new  park  benches,  eight  new  swings  and  swing  frame,  four  new 
teeter  boards,  a  giant  stride  and  a  horizontal  bar  were  pur- 
chased. The  three  hundred  dollars  appropriated  by  the  School 
District  was  spent  purchasing  and  setting  up  some  of  the 
equipment. 

One  week  after  school  closed  for  the  summer  vacation  the 
playground  was  opened  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Rosetta 
Lowe,  assisted  by  Miss  Mary  Lou  Bousquet.  It  was  operated 
from  11  a.  m.  until  4  p.  m.  Arts  and  crafts  and  metal  work  were 
taught  as  well  as  swimming  and  sports.  Movies  were  shown 
three  different  nights  and  were  well  attended  by  the  children 
as  well  as  adults.  They  were  paid  for  by  selling  pop  corn,  soda 
and  eandy.   A  collection  was  also  taken  among  the  adults. 

A  great  many  visitors  and  tourists  stopped  and  were 
amazed  to  think  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  N.  H.  had  such  a  play- 
ground well  supervised  and  well  equipped.  The  bath  house  has 
helped  a  good  deal  in  keeping  the  field  clean.  The  center  of  the 
house  has  a  room  which  is  used  in  the  summer  by  baseball 
teams. 

The  -1th  of  -Inly  celebration  was  held  with  favorable  weath- 
er and  a  large  cro^d  attended  the  midway  and  the  fireworks 
disi)lay.  The  net  proceeds  for  the  night  were  $390.  This  money 
is  used  to  replace,  repair  and  purchase  new  equipment  as  need- 
ed. Each  year  our  playground  is  growing.  The  Committee 
wishes  to  thank  everyone  who  worked  and  helped  in  any  way 
to  make  this  annual  event  so  successful. 

The  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  field  has  added  a  great  deal  to 
the  looks  <jf  the  jjlayground.

REPORT  OF  THE 

WATER  AND  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


At  the  present  time,  our  filter  plant,  operating  for  fifteen 
hours  each  day,  is  processing  an  average  of  200,000  gallons  of 
Avater  in  that  time.  Although  both  of  the  filters  were  completely 
cleaned  and  ncAv  sand  placed  in  both  tanks  we  feel  that  we  have 
reached  the  operating  capacity  of  the  plant.  This  opinion  has 
been  confirmed  by  the  constructing  engineers.  Therefore,  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  further  extensions  of  the  Hinsdale  water 
system  are  undesirable  and  not  practical  until  such  time  as  the 
plant  is  enlarged,  an  additional  standpipe  added,  or  until  an- 
other source  of  supply  is  located  that  would  be  independent  of 
our  present  source.  We  do  not  mean  to  indicate  that  Kilburn 
Pond  is  not  sufficiently  large  enough  but  rather  that  an  addi- 
tional source  would  place  less  dependence  on  Kilburn  under 
our  present  line  locations. 

This  past  summer  the  septic  tank  at  the  south  end  of  the 
Playground  was  cleaned  out  and  the  overflow  pit  was  graveled 
and  enlarged.  However,  due  to  wet  land  conditions  as  well  as 
the  strain  imposed  by  the  Elementary  School,  we  now  find  that 
the  pit  is  unable  to  satisfactorily  handle  the  increased  flow 
properly.  Therefore,  we  are  asking  for  authorization  to  connect 
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the  pit  to  a  better  drained  outlet  by  the  construction  of  a  sewer 
line  as  explained  in  our  article  in  the  Town  Warrant. 

The  increase  in  water  rates,  effective  last  Jidy  1st,  has  en- 
abled us  to  refund  to  the  Town  the  sum  of  $2,130.00.  This 
amount  represents  bond  interest  of  $870.00  plus  $1,260.00  rep- 
resenting a  refund  of  $20.00  on  the  annual  charges  for  fire 
hydrants. 

At  the  time  of  closing  our  books  for  1951  the  following 
amounts  were  due  on  unpaid  bills  outstanding:

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

THE  WATER  WORKS 


During  the  past  year  we  have  had  increasing  trouble  with 
the  beavers  in  areas  between  the  dam  at  Kilburn  Pond  and  the 
filter  plant.  We  have  done  a  considerable  amount  of  trapping 
as  well  as  ha^'iug  tlie  dams  dynamited  several  times.  iVlthough 
we  have  not  succeeded  in  getting  rid  of  all  of  them  we  are  still 
nitiintaining  a  close  check  on  their  activities  and  still  have  traps 
set. 

This  sumniei-  the  entire  stream  bed  was  cleaned  of  trees 
and  other  accumulated  debris.  The  net  result  has  been  an  im- 
pro\  cuient  of  the  flow  as  well  as  a  slight  decrease  in  the  amount 
or  chemicals  requiretl  to  clear  the  water. 

All  of  the  sewer  lines  ha\'e  been  cleaned  out  and  most  of 
llic  water  lines  were  flushed. 
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I  would  1iko  to  mention  that  when  the  Pla.ygronnrl  septic 
tank  was  cleaned  the  amount  of  refuse  remover]  amounted  to 
over  20  truck  loads.  While  the  work  done  did  help  the  situa- 
tion, the  present  conditions  of  the  overflow  are  iu)t  the  best. 

In  the  cold  spells  of  December  and  January-  we  were  forced 
to  filter  amounts  of  water  that  were  in  excess  of  normal  de- 
mands. This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  some  persons  were 
permitting  water  to  run  continually  to  prevent  freezing  of 
pipes.  This  in  turn  requires  longer  plant  operations,  increased 
operating  costs,  aiul  in  a  sense  penalizes  those  who  have  made 
efforts  to  insulate  or  otherwise  protect  their  pipes.  Your  coop- 
eration is  earnestly  recfuested  as  the  only  alternative  would  be 
the  installation  of  meters  \\diere  it  is  knoAvn  that  the  above 
practice  is  being  followed. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Commission- 
ers, the  Selectmen  and  the  Fire  Department  for  their  coopera- 
tion during  the  year.

The  library  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  rearranged  and 
many  old  books  were  discarded  this  summer.  We  were  able 
to  purchase  many  replacements  and  new  copies  of  the  classics 
which  are  used  by  school  borrowers. 

The  Amidon  Fund  at  one  time  purchased  all  books  and 
magazines  used  by  the  schools,  but  at  present  rates  of  interest, 
it  supplies  only  about  one-half  the  amount,  the  rest  having  to 
come  from  town  funds. 

Books,  binding,  magazines  and  everything  needed  in  the 
library  have  increased  in  price.  Next  year  we  will  be  able  to 
have  about  half  as  many  books  as  were  purchased  this  year; 
as  last  year  we  had  about  $300.00  more  due  to  a  surplus  carried 
over  from  the  previous  year. 

There  are  outstanding  bills  which  will  use  more  than  the 
balance  shown  in  this  year's  financial  report. 

The  library  is  in  excellent  condition  and  with  the  addition 
of  new  books,  will  continue  to  be  better  than  the  average  li- 
brary in  a  town  of  this  size.  Our  wooden  stacks  should  be  re- 
placed before  many  years  and  the  room  needs  redecorating 
and  a  new  floor  covering.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


December  31, 1951 
To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  herewith  submit  m.v  fifth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  high  school. 

The  school  year  included  a  variety  of  activities  which  in- 
sured a  well-rounded  school  program.  The  scholastic  and  in- 
formal activities  of  the  school  provided  a  program  which  com- 
pared favorably  with  the  larger  secondary  schools  in  our  state. 

If  you  should  look  back  over  the  previous  Annual  Reports 
to  the  Superintendent,  you  would  notice  that  each  report  em- 
phasized the  program  of  a  particular  department  in  the  school. 
This  report  will  accent  the  program  of  activities  in  the  commer- 
cial department. 

Classes  in  the  commercial  department  include  stenography, 
office  practice,  junior  business  training,  commercial  geography, 
bookkeeping  and  typing.  Along  with  the  subjects  taught  the 
commercial  department  contributes  a  great  deal  to  the  publica- 
tions of  all  the  school  programs.  It  also  publishes  various  pro- 
grams for  town  organizations  for  a  minimum  fee.  This  depart- 
ment is  responsible  for  the  duplication  of  letters,  programs,  sta- 
tistics and  tickets  for  general  school  use.  Practically  all  the 
work  is  done  by  pupils  in  the  commercial  department.  In  the 
past  year  different  town  organizations  benefited  by  the  work 
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performed  by  commercial  students.  It  is  necessary  to  request 
the  town  organizations  who  subscribe  to  ditto  work  through 
the  school,  that  all  sample  copies  be  presented  to  the  school 
office  at  least  three  school  weeks  prior  to  the  deliver}^  date  of 
the  work.  This  will  allow  the  department  to  function  with  a 
minimum  amount  of  interference  from  outside  work. 

A  school  publication,  The  Quill,  was  revived  by  the  com- 
mercial department  this  past  3'ear.  Selected  pupils  from  all  the 
grades  in  the  school  assembled,  edited  and  published  the  school 
newspaper.  The  faculty  advisor  to  the  school  paper  was  the 
commercial  teacher. 

Educational  trips  were  varied  during  the  year.  The  senior 
English  class  chartered  a  bus  to  Boston  to  supplement  their 
course  in  American  Literature.  The  expenses  of  the  trip  were 
borne  by  the  pupils  who  made  the  trip.  A  home  economics  class 
went  to  the  Chateau  at  Northfield.  An  English  class  studying 
newspapers  went  to  Brattleboro  to  see  the  Reformer  go  to  press. 
A  group  of  students  visited  the  Nelson  museum  at  Winchester. 
One  of  the  commercial  classes  observed  the  Holstein-Friesian 
plant  in  operation.  The  senior  class  earned  their  way  to  a  six 
day  trip  to  New  York  and  Washington.  The  band  went  to 
Portsmouth  to  attend  the  All-State  Chorus  and  All-State  Band 
concerts.  A  number  of  our  pupils  participated  in  the  concerts 
and  it  was  a  re^l  treat  for  the  whole  band  to  remain  overnight. 
The  overnight  stay  was  made  possible  by  interested  towns- 
people who  contributed  sufficient  funds  to  pay  all  of  the  ex- 
penses in  connection  with  the  extra  night  of  this  trip.  A  trip  to 
Walpole  was  made  by  the  band  and  chorus  to  participate  in  the 
South-West  State  Music  Festival. 

A  small  group  of  students  from  science  classes  attended  the 
State  Science  Fair  held  at  Keene  Teachers  College.  Science 
projects  made  by  high  school  pupils  were  exhibited  at  the  Sci- 
ence Fair.  The  president  of  the  Student  Council  took  part  in 
the  National  Convention  of  Student  Councils  which  was  held 
for  three  days  at  Wellesley,  Mass. 

The  Freshmen  and  Junior  Plays  were  very  successful.  The 
plays  presented  were,  "Love  Hits  Wilbur,"  ".Johnny  Takes  the 
Cake,"  and  "Jerrv  Gets  the  Fever." 
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Tlie  Seniors  presented  a  rather  nnuiue  play  entitled  "Tlie 
Spider."   Tlie  play  was  well  attended  and  well  ]-eceived. 

The  Christmas  and  Sjiring  Coneerts  were  equally  success- 
ful. The  band  and  the  junior  band,  the  chorus  and  junior  chor- 
us, aJid  selected  members  of  the  elementary  school  performed 
i)i  the  Christmas  Concert.  At  the  South-West  State  Music  Fes- 
tival in  AVa]])ole,  our  ('liorus  and  Band  joined  other  high  school 
bands  and  choruses  to  present  a  combined  choral  and  band  con- 
cert. The  concert  lasted  over  two  hours  and  entertained  a  capa- 
city crowd  in  the  new  Walpole  gym.    ■ 

The  State  Labor  Placement  Bureau  in  Keene  gave  a  mech- 
anical aptitude  test  to  boys  in  the  senior  class.  The  results  of 
these  test  were  interpreted  to  each  pupil  who  took  the  test.  The 
students  were  counseled  in  regard  to  vocations  in  which  the 
tests  indicated  potential  success. 

The  eight  and  ninth  grades  had  social  parties  at  the  School. 
Other  Friday  night  socials  were  held  after  home  basketball 
games.  The  members  of  the  contesting  schools  and  their  friends 
were  invited  to  social  dancing  in  the  town  hall.  The  Student 
I'ouncil  is  attempting  to  increase  the  attendance  and  provide 
some  entertainment  at  the  socials  during  the  present  basketball 
season.  [Jnless  more  interest  is  shown  in  the  socials  they  may 
be  discontinued. 

The  sports  program  is  functioning  with  unabated  vitality. 
Seasonal  sports  are  effective  and  many  pupils  are  taking  ad- 
vantage of  these  opportunities.  The  sports  program  is  no  longer 
extra-curricular  but  really  part  of  our  school  curricula. 

The  National  Education  Week  was  observed  by  an  Open- 
House.  Parents  should  feel  that  a  perennial  visit  to  the  school 
on  Open-House  night  is  mandatory.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Seliool  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hinsdale: 

J  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report. 

Teachers:  There  was  but  one  change  in  the  elementary 
school  staff  when  school  opened  in  September.  This  change, 
however,  was  most  momentous  in  Hinsdale's  educational  his- 
tory and  merits  special  recognition.  After  forty-seven  consecu- 
ti^'e  years  of  teaching  the  youth  of  this  community,  Miss  Mabel 
E.  Temple  resigned  to  enjoy  a  well  earned  retirerhent.  The 
Hinsdale  pupils  taught  by  Miss  Temple  are  legion,  for  genera- 
tions of  them  have  sat  in  her  classes.  To  my  knowledge,  no 
other  teacher  has  taught  in  this  town  as  long  as  Miss  Temple. 
Hers  is  a  record  of  splendid  achievement  which  I  predict  will 
stand  for  years  to  come. 

Mr.  Arthur  (}.  Scott,  teacher  in  the  High  School  last  year, 
became  the  new  principal  of  the  elementary  school  upon  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Temple.  His  place  in  the  High  School  was 
tilled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Stanford  White,  a  graduate  of 
Keene  Teachers  College. 

There  were  two  other  changes  in  the  high  school  staff.  Mr. 
William  S.  McMillan  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Supervisor 
of  Music  to  replace  Mr.  Robert  H.  Criden  who  resigned  to  ac- 
cept a  position  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Mr.  McMillan  is  a  graduate  of 
Ithaca  College,  Ithaea,  N.  Y.  Miss  Ellen  McClintock,  a  gradu- 
ate of  Ph'mouth  Teachers  College,  was  elected  to  the  Commer- 
cial position  vacated  by  Miss  Ma.ry  A.  Brown  who  resigned  to 
be  married. 

After  teaching  until  the  Christmas  vacation,  Mrs.  Doris  B. 
Smith  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  balance  of  this 
school  year.  She  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  George  W.  Barnjum, 
a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College. 

Building's  and  Grounds:  In  keeping  with  the  long  range 
plans  of  the  school  board  whereby  one  room  a  year  is  recondi- 
tioned in  the  high  school  building,  this  year  saw  the  complete 
redecoration  of  the  main  room.    This  room  was  repainted,  the 
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walls  being  done  in  a  soft  eye-saving  green.  The  finish  is  not 
glossy  but  satin  in  texture  so  that  as  little  light  as  possible  is 
reflected  directly  into  the  eyes  of  the  pupils. 

The  school  board  is  planning  now  to  recondition  room  1 
in  the  high  school  building  during  the  next  summer  vacation. 
The  fence  on  the  east  side  of  the  building  will  probably  be  re- 
placed. New  front  doors  will  be  hung  since  the  old  ones  are 
now  beyond  repair. 

At  the  Elementary  School,  the  unfinished  room  in  the  base- 
ment is  being  completed  out  of  the  balance  in  the  school  build- 
ing fund.  A  sound  resistant  material  has  been  installed  in  the 
ceiling.  Asphalt  tile  Avill  be  laid  as  the  floor  covering.  The  room 
should  be  ready  for  occupancy  when  school  opens  next  Sep- 
tember. 

New  Equipment:  Two  new  typewriters  and  a  new  adding 
machine  were  purchased  for  the  Commercial  Department.  A 
three  speed  record  player  was  added  to  the  music  department 
equipment.  Also,  the  sousaphone  was  completely  overhauled 
and  replated  during  the  summer.  Acting  on  the  recommenda- 
tion made  by  Miss  Verna  Payson,  State  Supervisor  of  Home 
Economics,  the  school  board  purchased  24  steel  folding  chairs 
and  3  folding  masonite  top  tables  for  the  Home  Economics  De- 
partment. A  new  electric  sewing  machine  was  also  bought. 

A  new  band  saw  was  added  to  the  high  school  shop  equip- 
ment. The  chemical  laboratory  was  furnished  with  needed  ap- 
paratus. 

Three  small  carbon  dioxide  fire  extinguishers  were  bought 
for  the  High  School,  one  each  for  the  chemistry  laboratory,  the 
home  economics  room  and  the  shop.  A  larger  drj-  chemical  fire 
extinguisher  has  been  installed  at  the  boiler  room  of  the  Ele- 
mentary School. 

The  high  school  band  was  completely  outfitted  with  new 
uniforms,  thanks  to  the  Band  Sponsors'  Club.

It  is  dangerous  to  use  the  figures  in  the  above  tables  as 
factual.  They  assume  that  the  pupils  will  all  be  promoted  from 
year  to  year  and  that  all  will  remain  in  school  from  grade  1 
through  grade  12.  They  assume  also  that  the  pupils  will  con- 
tinue to  live  in  Hinsdale,  none  will  drop  out  of  school  and  no 
newcomers  will  be  added. 

IIoAvever.  recognizing  their  shortcomings,  the  figures  do 
present  an  interesting  j)icture.  They  indicate  that  beginning  in 
1953,  the  elementary  school  enrollment  will  level  off  in  excess 
of  300.  The  high  school  enrollment  does  not  level  off  until  1959, 
just  six  years  later  as  would  be  expected.  The  high  school  en- 
rollment then  would  be  approximately  270  compared  with  the 
present  163.  Indications  are  that  during  the  next  eight  years, 
the  high  school  enrollment  will  steadily  increase. 

It  is  highly  essential  that  the  high  school  building  be  kept 
in  good  repair  and  serious  thought  be  given  in  planning  to  meet 
the  increased  enrollments  to  come. 

In  conclusion.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
teachers,  pupils  and  parents,  to  the  School  Board  and  to  the 
patrons  of  our  schools  for  their  cooperation.
